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The First Amendment Coalition, American Civil Liberties Union, Center for Democ- 
racy and Technology, Electronic Frontier Foundation, and TechFreedom (together, “Movants”) 
are public interest organizations dedicated to the preservation of civil liberties. They respectfully 
submit this motion for leave to file a brief as amici curiae in support of the motions filed by 
Google, Inc. (“Google”) and Microsoft Corporation (“Microsoft”) seeking declaratory judgments 
confirming the ability of those parties to disclose limited aggregate numerical information relat- 
ing to requests that each may have received from the government pursuant to the Foreign Intelli- 
gence Surveillance Act (“FISA”). See In re Motion for Declaratory Judgment of Google Inc. ’s 
First Amendment Right to Publish Aggregate Information About FISA Orders, No. Misc. 13-03 
(June 18, 2013); In re Motion to Disclose Aggregate Data Regarding FISA Orders, No. Misc. 
13-04 (June 19, 2013). 

Amici are not aware of any specific prohibition on such disclosure, but the thrust of 
the proposed brief amici curiae is to emphasize that any effort to restrict the disclosure in ques- 
tion must overcome an extraordinarily strong First Amendment interest flowing from the nature 
of the speech here, speech which lies at the core of the constitutional protection for free expres- 
sion. 

Counsel for the United States and for Google and Microsoft have consented to the
